Wo rld W atches Archangel 
So , the eyes o f the wo rld will be fo cused 
this win*^er o n Archangel and the battle o f the 
Nazis to 
cut this American 
life-line 
to 
the 
Russian army. 
Here are so me o f the facto rs 
influencing that battle. 
First is ice. 
After J anuary 2, the po rt o f 
Archangel and the White Sea are fro zen so lid. 
In 1918, When American tro o ps spent a dreary 
winter at Archangel, British ice-breakers were 
unable to keep the ice o pen. 
But tho ugh the 
Russians say they no w hav e big mo dern ice­ 
breakers which can do the trick, U. S. experts 
still hav e their fingers cro ssed. 
A mio dern ice-breaker has no tro uble cut­ 
ting thro ugh a fro zen mass a co uple o f feet 
thick. 
But when it gets to be sev en feet thick, 
the ice-breaker usually slides o ut o n

Ne’W’ Deal days wo uld scratch their heads in 
amazement 
and 
admiratio n. 
Henry 
Wallace 
may 
be 
a v isio nary’ 
and Claude 
Wickard 
a 
co rn-ho g farmer, but Wickard and his adv isers 
hav e a fo o d plan mo re v isio nary than anything 
Wallace ev er pro duced. 
Wickard 
expresses 
his 
plan 
in

slo gan— “ Fo cd w’ill win the war and write the 
peace.” Wuckard it asking fo r mo re fo o d-sluffs, 
no t merely to feed the British no w’, but to be 
used as the big stick o f demo cracy at the peace 
table. 
“ When the natio ns sit do w’n at the peace 
tabic,” Wickard says, “ a great big sto ckpile o f 
American fo o d all ready to eat will reinfo rce 
the American v iew’s o n what arrangements are 
needed to make a just and lasting peace 
. . . . 
W^e need reserv es o f fo o d in o rder to exert the 
maxim um o f influence at the peace co nference 
table.” 
This 
is an amazing do ctrine by co ntrast 
w’ith that o f 1933. 
At that time we heard that 
increased farm pro ductio n had been a curse, 
Wo rld War I induced mo re wheat pro ductio n— 
hence, the Plo w’ That Bro ke the Plains, with 
subsequent 
o v er-pro ductio n, 
depressed 
prices, 
bro ught dust sto rms, and ero sio n. 
But no w’ the 
w’ar is to be used as an instrument o f go o d. 
We are go ing to pro duce mo re (no , no t mo re 
w’heat, o r co tto n, o r to bacco ; w e hav e eno ugh 
o f these) but w’ith a new’ plan to prev ent chao s 
afterw’ards. 
This new metho d is a 
so cialized pro gram 
o f distributio n. 
The 
planters 
do n’t 
use 
the 
w’o rd “ so cialized.” but it is just that. 
It is a 
pro gram fo r applying o n a grand scale, fo r the 
who le w’o rld, a v ariant o f the fo o d stamp plan 
W’hich has already been successful in selected 
American cities. 
Wkckard says also , “ Fo o d is o ur fifth co l­ 
umn,'’ and he 
pictures 
a 
Frenchman 
o r

Dutchman lo o king acro ss the channel, where the 
British are eating go o d American fo o d, while 
they regard cat meat as a delicacy. 
The result, 
he believ es, will be rev o lt. 
After the w’ar. Wickard wo uld distribute 
fo o d thro ugh U. S. subsidy, regardless o f co st. 
His aim IS tw’o -fo ld— first, to hav e bargaining 
po wer at the peace table, and seco nd, to ho ld 
U. S. expo rt m.arkets. 
With lusty squeals,
